4.  The  aforesaid  taxes  shall  be  due  and  pay- 
able by  the  person  or  persons  liable  for  the  same 
to  the  collector  of  the  municipality,  at  his  office. 
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5.  The  rates  on  land,  school  tax,  special  or 
otherwise,  which  are  unpaid  on  the  31st  day  of 
December  in  each  year  shall  bear  interest  there- 
from, until  paid  in  full,  at  a rate  of  eight  (8)  per 
centum  per  annum.

Rule  7G. 

A UL  APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bills, 
».»  properly  the  subject  of  'legislation  by  the 
Legislative  Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within 
the  purview  of  the  “ British  North  America  Act, 
18G7,” — whether  for  the  erection  of  a Bridge,  the 
making  of  a Railwaj-,  Tramway,  Turnpike  Road, 
or  Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line ; the  construction 
or  improvement  of  a Harbour.  Canal,  Lock,  Dam, 
Slide,  or  other  like  work ; the  granting  of  a right  of 
Perry ; the  incorporation  of  any  particular  trade 
or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint-Stock  Company;  or 
otherwise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  indi- 
viduals any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privi- 
leges whatever,  or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing 
which  in  its  operation  wonld  alTect  the  rights  or 
property  of  other  parties,  or  relate  to  any  particu- 
lar class  of  the  community,  or  for  making  any
